Jail on drug trafficking charges

Three men — one from 
Elba, Ala., one from Enter- 
prise, Ala. and one from 
Daleville, Ala. — each re- 
mained in the Coffee 
County Jail this week [as of 
press time] on charges of 
drug trafficking stemming 
from an arrest made Sunday, 
June 14, in Elba. 

On Sunday, June 14, at 
approximately 2:20 p.m., 
Officer Chase Rogers with 
the Elba Police Department 
conducted a traffic stop on a 
white Buick LeSabre on 
Plant Avenue in Elba. Ac- 
cording to Elba Police Lt. 
Russ Young, the vehicle was 
occupied by three males. 

Young said Officer 
Rogers initiated the traffic 
stop for a speeding vio- 
lation; however, before the 
vehicle stopped Rogers wit- 
nessed objects being thrown 
from the suspect vehicle. 
The subsequent investiga- 
tion revealed the objects 
thrown from the suspect ve- 
hicle to be two bags of what 
appeared to be methamphe- 
tamine. 

Lt. Young said Rogers lo- 
cated a third bag of the 
[methamphetamine] sub- 
stance in the pants pocket of 
the driver of the vehicle — 
identified as Kenya Adkins, 
age 45, of Elba. 

Lt. Young said prelimi- 
nary weight of the suspected 
narcotics was 101 grams. 
These narcotics were sent to 
be at the state laboratory for 
verification of methamphe- 
tamine and to be weighed 
there. 

Due to the weight of the 
suspected narcotics, all 
three men were charged 
with drug trafficking and 
each currently has a 
$150,000 bond set on that

trafficking charge. 
Arrested along with Ad- 
kins for drug trafficking 
were Walter Engram III, age 
34, of Daleville, and Joshua 
Earl Myers, age 23, of En- 
terprise. 
Adkins also faces two fai- 
lure to appear charges, each 
with a $500 bond.

Coffee County Commission takes step forward with 
rubberized asphalt demonstration project on CR 110

Coffee County Commis- 
sioners approved the next 
step Monday, June 22, dur- 
ing its regular commission 
meeting for a rubberized as- 
phalt demonstration project. 

During the previous com- 
mission meeting on June 
8", the commission ap- 
proved a request from 
county engineer Marty 
Lentz for implement the 
rubberized asphalt demon- 
stration project for the re- 
surfacing of 1.85 miles on 
County Road 110. Lentz 
said the county had been ap- 
proved for a project grant 
from the Alabama Scrap 
Tire Fund that would use a 
rubber modified mix for 
paving, including scrap 
rubber from used tires. 

The grant amount 
awarded to Coffee County 
was $288,000. 

On Monday, commis- 
sioners approved a request 
from Lentz for the chairman 
to enter into agreement with 
the National Center of As- 
phalt Technology (NCAT) 
at Auburn University for 
testing and evaluations of 
the project. He said NCAT 
would be testing and eval- 
uating the performance of 
the rubberized asphalt in 
comparison to traditional 
asphalt. 

Commissioners voted 
unanimously to enter this 
agreement with NCAT. 


_| County EMA director provides COVID-19 


numbers update for Coffee County 


During the Coffee County Commission meeting held 
Monday morning, June 22, county EMA director James 
Brown gave an update on current COVID-19 numbers for 


the county. 


On Monday, Brown said Coffee County had reported 
65 news cases of the virus over the past 14 days. He said 
there were 60 active cases in the county as of Monday 


morning 


Brown said the county was sitting at 313 total cases 
since the pandemic began as of Monday morning. He 
added that the state overall was experiencing approx- 
imately 18 deaths per day due to COVID-19, according 
to the Alabama Department of Public Health numbers. 

Brown did note new cases across the state had been 
going up recently, but he said Coffee County had been

meeting, county admin- 
istrator Rod Morgan said 
the Ben E. Keith project for

During the June 4th 
called meeting, the board 
had approved the retirement 
of longtime high school sec- 
retary Brenda Boutwell, and 
during last week’s regular 
board meeting, the superin- 
tendent said it was the rec- 
ommendation to hire 
Martha Pope to replace 
Boutwell in that position. 

The board also approved 
the recommendation to hire 
Amanda Zorn to be the new 
special education teacher at 
the high school. Moseley 
said Zorn had been a long- 
time aide within the Enter- 
prise School System before 
attaining her college degree, 
and he said she most re- 
cently had been working 
within the Coffee County 
School System at New 
Brockton. 

Prior to adjourning, 
Moseley told board 
members that he would 
keep them informed as in- 
formation came down from 
the state superintendent’s 
office regarding his plan for 
reopening schools.

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Troy University’s School of Nursing receives grant 


to increase number of nursing faculty in Alabama 


Troy University’s School 
of Nursing has been 
awarded a grant aimed at in- 
creasing the number of 
qualified nursing faculty in 
Alabama. 

The Nurse Faculty Loan 

Program grant, totaling 
$89,319, is awarded by the 
Health Resources and Serv- 
ices Administration of the 
US. Department of Health 
and Human Services. As a 
partner in this project, Troy 
University will provide 10 
percent of the total funding. 
Dr, Carrie Lee Gardner, As- 
sociate Professor in the 
TROY School of Nursing, 
is the project’s director. 

The grant program pro- 
vides funding to accredited 
schools of nursing to offer 
loans to students enrolled in 
advanced education nursing 
degree programs who are 
committed to become nurse 
faculty. In exchange for 
full-time, post-graduation 
employment as nurse fac- 
ulty, the program authorizes 
the cancelation of up to 85 
percent of any such loan. 

“This is a big accomplish- 
ment for the School of 
Nursing,” said Dr. Wade 
Forehand, Director of 


TROY’s School of Nursing. 
“Receiving this grant will 
be instrumental in attracting 
Doctor of Nursing Practice 
students to our program and 
developing nursing edu- 
cators. I am grateful to Dr. 
Carrie Lee Gardner, the 
principal investigator for 
this grant, who was instru- 
mental in putting the grant 
together and pursuing this 
activity.” 

The American Associa- 
tion of Colleges of Nursing 
(AACN) _ feported that 
75,029 qualified applicants 
were not offered admission 
to baccalaureate and gradu- 
ate nursing programs in 
2018, and the insufficient 
numbers of faculty played a 
significant role in those 
numbers. 

“Many nursing schools 
are unable to admit qual- 
ified applicants in large part 
due to insufficient numbers 
of faculty,” Dr. Gardner 
said. “The majority of job 
vacancies in nursing 
schools were for positions 
that required or preferred a 
doctoral degree. The aim of 
this funding opportunity is 
to increase the number of 
qualified nursing faculty.” -

What to Do with Family Plots when Families Change

Pastor’s Corner

As I write, it is Father’s Day, June 21. This morning at 
church, we gave all of the dads an unusual Father’s Day gift 
—asmall clamp. 

Yes, it was a practical, useful gift. But, it was also a ser- 
mon illustration. My primary text was Romans 12:9, where 
Paul admonishes “Don’t just pretend to love others. Hate 
what is wrong. Hold tightly to what is good.” (NLT) I then 
listed some things that we should “hold tightly” to, some 
things that can slip away, or be pulled away, if we are not 
diligent. 

One of the points was “We must hold tightly to our fam- 
ilies.” The scripture reference was Hebrews 11:7 — “It was 
by faith that Noah built a large boat to save his family from 
the flood. He obeyed God, who warned him about things 
that had never happened before.” Notice: 

Things were about to happen that had never happened be- 
fore. No one had seen a flood of that magnitude. It is even 
possible that no one had ever seen it rain, as Genesis 2:5,6 
records that “God had not yet sent rain to water the earth... 
Instead, springs came up from the ground and watered all 
the land.” We, too, are seeing things never witnessed before. 
Times are changing. Things are uncertain. What will we do? 
How can we “hold tightly” to our family in perilous times? 

Noah, to save his family, began a monumental building 
project. As a wannabe (or wish I were) carpenter, I’m in 
awe of Noah’s craftmanship. He did something never done 
before (built the ark) because he faced something never ex- 
perienced before. With crude tools and a basic description, 
he set out to do the impossible. After a long period of time 
and great tenacity, he finished this ark of safety. All because 
he loved his family, and was determined to hold them 
tightly. 

Even before our present storms came, it was a tough sea- 
son for families. Now that the floods have begun, our loved 
ones are in great danger of being swept away by fear, hope- 
lessness, depression, and more. What are we doing about 
it? Build an ark —a place of safety — for them. Do whatever 
it takes to hold them tightly. They are certainly worth wha- 
tever effort is necessary.

Join Alabama fishing history 
Scroggins brothers complete ‘redeye

When the Scoggins 
brothers accept a challenge, 
there’s no turning back. 

The firefighter brothers, 
Kevin at Hueytown and 
Steven at Hoover, revert to 
their roots to decompress 
from the stressful life as first 
responders. They find their 
solace casting flies in the 
many beautiful streams and 
creeks that crisscross the 
state. Steven said he started 
catching fish in the streams 
that he regularly visited, but 
he wasn’t sure what he was 
catching. His research indi- 
cated they might be redeye 
bass. The more research he 
did, the more he decided to 
focus on redeyes and the 
streams and rivers they in- 
habit. He also discovered 
that each drainage has a dif- 
ferent species of redeye. 


“T really started searching ° 


out those streams with red- 
eyes,” he said. “When my 
son, Kaden, got old enough 
to go with me in 2013 or 
2014, we started going to 
these streams. We went to 
the Warrior River drainage. 

“This was before redeye 
fishing got popular. I re- 
member when Kaden and I 
caught our first redeyes on a 
fly. We doubled up, and I re- 
marked at the time that this 
was the hardest-fighting 
small fish I’ve ever seen in 
my life. They’re just so 
strong. My love for them 
grew out of that.” 

The Scoggins brothers 
discovered Matt Lewis’ “Fly 
Fishing for Redeye Bass: An 
Adventure Across Southern 


Waters” book, which further 
piqued their interest. 

Lewis, Drew Morgan and 
Jonathan Kelly formed the 
Redeye Fly Fishing Group 
and created the Redeye 
Slam. The Scoggins were all 


in. 

To complete the Redeye 
Slam, anglers must catch 
each redeye species in the 
Mobile Basin within a calen- 
dar year. The Redeye Grand 
Slam requires anglers to 
catch all seven species 
within a calendar year. 

Steven said between 70 
and 80 people signed up for 
the Grand Slam challenge, 
but only a few people man- 
aged to accomplish it. The 
Scoggins brothers were the 
third and fourth anglers to 
achieve the Grand Slam. 

“Kevin and I do all these 
adventures together,” Steven 
said. “The Grand Slam was 
a very lofty goal. In 2018, 
when we did it, we traveled 
about 2,200 miles and went 
through untold counties and 
towns we’d never seen. You 
have to do tons and tons of 
research, It’s about logistics. 
You kind of know where 
they live, but you’re on your 
own. We were really tickled 
when we got it done.” 

Tt took the brothers from 
March to October to catch 
all seven species. But that 
left them without a chal- 
lenge, so they stepped it up a 
notch. 

They decided to try to 
catch all four Mobile Basin 
species in one day. 

“Nobody had ever done 
that before,” Steven said. 
“Most people didn’t think it 
was possible, but over the 


plan for July. The varsity 
players will come back on 
July 6 and for two weeks 
will work out four days a 
week. The workouts will be 
similar to what we have 
been doing, but obviously 
with three weeks under our 
belts will take the next step. 
July 27 will be the first offi- 
cial day of practice under 
AHSAA guidelines, and 
after three days in shorts we 
will put on the pads and get 
to work.”

The moniker for 
redeye bass is the Bama 
brook trout because they 
share similar locations as 
brook trout in the Appala- 
chian Mountains.” 

“We started in Tallapoosa 
drainage,” Steven said. 
“Kevin caught a fish at 8:30, 
but I didn’t catch my fish 
until about 9:15. Second was 
a drive to the Coosa River 
drainage. It was an hour’s 
drive and an extremely 
tough hike to the stream. It 
took about three-quarters of 
a mile of fishing for us both 
to get our fish. That was 
about 11:30. We looked at 
each other and said, “We’re 
going to be able to do 
this today.”” 

Next up was a trip to the 
upper reaches of the Cahaba 
River north of Trussville. By 
3:15, they both had Cahaba 
redeyes. 

“This is where the story

*** Former Arkansas head football coach Bret Bielema 
has filed a $7.025 million lawsuit against the Arkansas Ra- 
zorback Foundation claiming he is owed that amount in a 
settlement after his termination as the head coach. The foun- 
dation stopped making the $320,000 per month payment in 
December, 2018, after the coach was hired as an assistant 
coach with the New England Patriots. The foundation de- 
clared the new coaching position was comparable in stature 
to the head coaching job at Arkansas, and therefore was no 
longer obligated to make the payments. The settlement 
agreed upon stated Bielema would receive a total of $11.935 
million to be paid through 2020 in monthly installments. It 
is common for a coach to seek employment in the profes- 
sion after being fired, and Bielema argues that the salary 
with the Patriots and the assistant coaching position are not 
equal to that of his former position at Arkansas, I’d guess 
an out of court settlement will be reached before this thing 
goes back to court.

Troy University 
freezes tuition 
for second year 


Troy University trustees 
recently voted to freeze un- 
dergraduate and graduate tu- 
ition for the second straight 

ear. . 

“On behalf of the Board 
of Trustees, I am pleased to 
announce for the second 
straight year Troy University 
will not increase undergrad- 
uate or graduate tuition 
trates. Many of our students 
and their families face eco- 
nomic uncertainty, therefore 
we believe this is a prudent 
decision,” said Chancellor 
Jack Hawkins, Jr. “Further, 
with student debt in America 
approaching $1.7 trillion, it 
is important for us to make 
the university experience af- 
fordable for the students we 
serve.” 

The current undergraduate 
tuition of $325 per credit 
hour in class and $338 per 
online credit hour, and the 
general university fee of $42 
per credit hour will remain 
the same for in-state stu- 
dents in the coming aca- 
demic year. Tuition for 
out-of-state students and 
TROY Online students will 
also remain the same. Grad- 
uate tuition rates will remain 
at $425 in-class and $494 
online. 

Trustees did approve -a 
recommendation to increase 
tuition for doctoral-level de- 
grees to $550 in-class and 
online.
